12 SECTION 1. BEIT ENACTED BY THE GENERAL ASSEMBLY OF
13 MARYLAND, That the Laws of Maryland read asfollows:

10 2 Except as provided in paragraph (4) of this subsection or otherwise by
11 law, the Secretary shall appoint and remove all staff in accordance with the provisions
12 of the State Personnel and Pensions Article.

13 (3) The appointment or removal of staff of any unit in the Department is
14 subject to the approval of the Secretary. Asto any unit in the Department, the
15 Secretary may delegate this authority to the head of that unit.

16 4 All personnel in the Department specified in this paragraph shall be
17 in the executive service or management service of the State Personne Management
18 System and shall be appointed by and serve at the pleasure of the Secretary:

19 Q) Any assistant secretary;

20 (i) Any director of an ingtitution; and

21 (iii) The Superintendent of the youth centers.

22 (5) All personnel in the Department who are subject to the provisions of

23 paragraph (4) of this subsection shall be prohibited from other employment while
24 employed by the Department, unless express permission is granted by the Secretary.
25 Express permission from the Secretary may not be unreasonably withhdd. If the

26 Secretary grants permission to engage in other employment, the employee shall

27 discloseto the Secretary the source and amount of all income earned from that other
28 employment.

29 (6) All teachers, principals, directors of education, and supervisors of
30 vocational education who are employed by ingtitutions managed by the Department

31 arein the management service or are specia appointmentsin the State Personnel

32 Management System.
